One step closer to FEQ

A new Québec students’ federa- 
tion is one step closer to seeing the 
light of day, according to McGill’s 
student council’s external affairs 
co-ordinator. 

Leaders from Université de 
Montréal l’Université de Sher- 
brooke, Laval, Concordia and 
l’Université du Québec à Rouyn- 
Noranda met last week to negotiate 
the beginnings of the Fédération 
des étudiants du Québec (FEQ). 

John Fox represented McGill. 

FEQ was bom out of a meeting 
last October between Québec stu- 
dent leaders to discuss common is- 
sues and concerns. 

“FEQ as an organisation is 
moving ahead very quickly," said 
Fox. “NVc went. so far as to fill out an 
application to incorporate.” 

Fox said FEQ’s founding con- 
gress is scheduled for March 1 lilt in 
Montreal. McGill has not yet 
signed the application because Fox 
has no mandate from McGill stu- 
dents’ council. 

Fox said the new association is 
necessary because, “ANEEQ 
doesn’t represent the interests of 
Québec universities, it’s too CE- 
GEP oriented." 

“The universities forming FEQ 
are the same universities who re- 
fused to have anything to do with 
ANEEQ, who, tired of being indi- 
vidual minorités, have decided to 
lorm a larger organization." 
ANEEQ central councillor 
François Giguérc said. “It’s a clear 
step against the idea of a united 
student association with ANEEQ. 
It’s a clear step against the idea of a 
united student movement in 
Québec.” 

While FEQ’s structure and 
mandate have yet to be determined, 



Fox said it will mainly be a letter- 
writing and lobbying group. 

“We hope to have a lobbying 
capability in Québec City,” said 
Fox. 

Fox wants the FEQ’s headquar- 
ters to be in Québec City, although 



some members argue that Mon- 
tréal’s central location is better. 

Student associations at the 
meeting were asked to contribute 
S1000 to FEQ’s finances the next 
three months. 

“Eventually there will be a per

student fee,” said Fox. 

Concordia students pay SI. 00 
per year to be members of ANEEQ. 

“At this point we arc just setting 
up the foundations of the federa- 
tion. There will be no referendum 
this year. One may not be required 
at all," Côté said. “It depends on 
whether or not Students’ Society 
will pay the membership fee as an 
organization, or whether McGill 
students will pay 50<t each or what- 
ever.” 

Concordia was the only ANEEQ 



memberat this weekend's meeting. 
Côté said Concordia’s membership 
in ANEEQ is tenous, but this is 
news to Concordia University Stu- 
dents’ Association president An- 
drew Madsen. 

"I see no real movement to pull 
out of ANEEQ, in fact I sec no such 
movement at all. It isn’t even an 
election question," Madsen said. 

“Our interest in FEQ is condi- 
tional. FEQ is very very new. We 
arc very much members of

McGill’s sexual harassment 
committee filed its 1988 report 
showing a 100 per cent increase in 
the number of complaints, but the 
Legal Aid Clinic is compiling sta- 
tistics showing many incidents of 
sexual harassment at McGill still go 
unreported. 

Few incidents of harassment arc 
reported to the Sexual Harassment 
Assessors. One formal complaint 
was investigated — same as last 
year — and twenty informal com- 
plaints were followed up by the As- 
sessors, compared to nine last year. 
Of these twenty, seven were inquir- 
ies only, three arc ongoing and ten 
were resolved “within the limits of 
the sexual harassment guidelines.” 

Legal Aid says it secs at least one 
complaint every week. 

One of the Assessors, Associate 
Registrar Linda Christensen, be- 
lieves their numbers will continue 
to increase as more students be- 
come aware of the service through 



MCM execs respond in open letter

Montréal Citizens’ Movement 
president Jacques Dcsmarais is 
calling on the general council to 
resolve the dispute over the expul- 
sion of four councillors in Decem- 
ber. 

Councillors Marvin Rotrand 
(Snowdon), Pierre Goyer (Jean 
Talon), Sam Boskey (D&aric) and 
Pierre-Yves Mclançon (Mont 
Royal) resigned from the caucus in 
December. Hours later, they were 
publicly expelled from the party. 

The four withdrew from the 
caucus citing dissatisfaction with 
the growing centralization and de- 
creasing democracy within the 
Doré-Fainstat administration. 

Dcsmarais’ public explanation 
January 1 3, an “open letter" sent to 



newspapers, acknowledges party 
members’ right of dissent, but he 
faults the four councillors for re- 
signing overa difference of opinion 
and asks whether one can “identify 
with the MCM only when the deci- 
sions taken confirm one’s point of 
view?”. 

The councillors claim they can 
better serve the party as independ- 
ent caucus members. 

Caroline Singleton, a Notrc- 
damc-dc-Gracc district association 
coordinator, said the MCM was 
accustomed to dissent because the 
party is built on democratic ideals. 

“We don’t try to have consensus 
on every issue," she said. 

Rotrand claims the MCM ne- 
glected stifled opposition. 

“The last straw" he said “was a 
lack of pluralism and the ability to 



express dissent openly in caucus." 

Peter Whccland, coordinator of 
Snowdon’s district association, 
said the mass resignation is only a 
symptom of deeper problems 
within the party . 

“The disease, he said “is that die 
MCM is proceeding too slowly or 
not at all." 

Dcsmarais’ letter stated forums 
for discussing the democratization 
of the administration will be held on 
February 22 and in the spring. 

According to Whccland, “the 
riding associations are overwhelm- 
ingly in support" of die four coun- 
cillors, and constituents have 
firmly backed their decision. 

The Doré-Fainstat administra- 
tion has been the the target of grow- 
ing attacks. There are calls to return 
the true power of the party to its 



members. Councillor Rotrand told 
the Daily “we really have to have a 
party dial’s prepared to give orders 
to its adminislradon." ' M 

The four members arc content to 
sit on city council as independents, 
but will continue to press for re- 
forms within the MCM. The coun- 
cillors all wish to remain aedve 
MCM mcmbers.Thcre could still 
be a long legal and procedural de- 
bate to determine their status. 

When asked whether they would 
ever rejoin the caucus, Rotrand said 
diat “maybe one day we’ 11 let them 
(the Adminislradon) join us.” 

No one is talking about forming 
a new party. Rotrand emphasised 
die four councillors’ belief in the 
MCM party. “It has a progressive 
program and a wonderful member- 
ship.” 



word of mouth and cducadon. She 
says die “administration is very 
supportive of the problem” and this 
will boost confidence in the service 
by showing students “that there is a 
real commitment, that it is not a 
sham." 

But die Legal Aid Clinic secs a 
need to establish a policy on sexual 
assault, currently not covered in 
McGill regulations, and harass- 
ment, independent of the Univer- 
sity administration. 

Students at Legal Aid want to 
create a ‘Student Advocacy Com- 
mittee’ comprised mainly of 
women, designated to deal with 
sexual assault and harassment 
complaints. According to Annette 
Lefebvre, a member of Legal Aid, 
concerns about the effectiveness of 
an internal committee may prevent 
some students from approaching 
the Assessors with complaints. 
“The Assessor’s role is to be impar- 
tial, but because they arc part of a 
university adminstrativc body one 
could question their impartiality,” 
said Lefebvre. 

The Assessors stress their com- 
mitunent to impartiality. “We re- 
main objective to both sides and 
would definitely withdraw from a 
case if a conflict of interest ex- 
isted,” said Assessor Patricia 
Wells. 

“Justice is my priority and one 
'cannot have justice without impar- 
tiality," she said. 

Lefebvre says Legal Aid is not 
against directing a student to the 
Assessors, but “students would of- 
ten be more comfortable coming to 
Legal Aid first. She pointed out 
there would not be a duplication of 
services as “it is essential to have 
different avenues of complaint so 
that everyone can be helped." 

“Of course everyone has the 
right to choose," said Wells, “but I 
believe that the University has a 
strong, effective policy and I would 
hope for better communication 
with Legal Aid in order to prevent 
any delays in resolving com- 
plaints."

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Ramp a sign of more on the way?

Students have undoubtedly no- 
ticed the very new, very red, wheel- 
chair ramp in front of the McGill 
Union Building. 

Although final costs have notyct 
been tallied, the ramp is estimated 
to have cost between S21 000 and 
S24 000. The addition of three 
more washrooms to accomodate 
disabled students on the basement 
and ground floors has also been 
successfully completed. All of 
these changes were financed solely 
by McGill’s Student Society 
(SSMU) through their Capital Ex- 
penditures Reserve Fund. 

Only 65 per cent of the McGill 
campus is wheelchair accessible. 
Eleven years after the province 
passed Bill 9, an act guaranteeing 
the disabled accessibility, students 
arc still struggling for full mobility 
at McGill. 

“Last year’s Council passed a 
resolution to make the Union 
[building] more accessible and this 
year’s Council is responsible to en- 
sure that this is carried out,” said 
SSMU VP Internal Amanda 
Kalhok. 

That Referendum Last Year 

Last March’s SSMU and Access 
McGill referendum raised 
$160 000 for disabled student serv- 
ices. McGill was the first Canadian 
university to hold such a referen- 
dum. 

“Since 1980 the university has 
made a big push for access and the 



ramp was long overdue," said Mcr- 
ibah Aikcns, Coordinator for dis- 
abled students’. Until the referen- 
dum, Aikcns budget was only 
$2000. Now her budget is $36 000 
per term from the Referendum 
money, $10 000 per year from the 
Student Services budget and 
$35 000 from a summer phonc-a- 
thon to McGill alumni. 

Access McGill, a group run by 
and for disabled students, cam- 
paigned for the referendum under 
formcrchairman Sam Miller, nowa 
member of llic Joint Committee on 
the Disabled, the body overseeing 
the spending of referendum funds. 
Miller is "licklcd-pink,” he says, 
“or should we say fire-engine red?” 
about the new ramp. 

But as he pointed out in the 
National Educational Association 
of Disabled Students (NEADS) 
newsletter after the referendum 
win, “my idea is to buy two years of 
lime. I am hoping within two years 
we can convince the Board of 
Governors to embark on a capital 
campaign to raise funds for dis- 
abled students." 

Future Plans 

Miller and Aikcns arc investi- 
gating the costs of a van to facilitate 
transportation of wheelchairs on 
campus. Feedback from disabled 
students shows dissatisfaction with 
door openings in many buildings 
and requests for delay buttons in 
elevators. 

There arc approximately 106 
disabled students attending 
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McGill. This includes the physical 
as well as learning disabled. One 
third of Continuing Education’s 
students fit into this category, and 
they have contributed 1.1 per cent 
of their budget to pay for these 
services. 

The Joint Committee on the dis- 
abled would like an elevator to 
replace the many staircases in 
Wilson Hall. They estimate costs at 
150 000. 

Peter Leonard, Director of the 



School of Social Work in Wilson 
Hall , wrote to the Committee and to 
Principal Johnston in 1987 to say 
there is “no access to die main ac- 
commodation in the schooL.an old 
elevator shaft exists in the building, 
but there is no elevator.” 

Students with limited mobility 
have partial access to some build- 
ings on campus while others are 
completely accessible. A manual 
called Access to Campus Buildings 



prepared by the Dean of Students 
Office and the Office of Physical 
Resources and Business Opera- 
tions gives the disabled accessibil- 
ity information. It has a floor plan 
for each building and information 
about accessible entrances, eleva- 
tors, ramps, tunnels, stairs, wash- 
rooms and parking. 

44 campus buildings have par- 
tial or complete accessibility. 



Close the colleges to save money

HALIFAX (CUP): Premier 
John Buchanan says Nova Scotia 
has too many post-secondary insti- 
tutions— lie wants to close down 
some universities and colleges. 

But the proposal to restructure, 



specialize and eventually phase out 
some schools is already meeting 
with opposition. 

“Legally and politically it’s 
impossible to phase out universi- 
ties. I think it would be political 
suicide,” said Roydon Trainor, act- 
ing chair of the provincial lobby 
group the Students Unions of Nova

Scotia (SUNS). 

According to John D’Orsay, 
director of the Nova Scotia Confed- 
eration of Faculty Associations, the 
percentage of college-age youths 
attending schools in Canada is 
about half llic United Slates per- 
centage. And while 10.4 per cent of 
Nova Scotians and 1 2.6 per cent of 
Canadians have university degrees, 
19.6 percent of Americans have 
university degrees. 

The U.S. government also has 
plans to increase that percentage to 
35 per cent by the year 2000. D’Or- 
say said there is no comparable 
government plan for improvements 
in Canada. 

Compared to the rest of Canada, 
the number of Nova Scotia post 
secondary schools pcrcapita is very 
high. Halifax alone has three uni- 
versities, a fine arts college and a 
technical school. A year ago the 
provincial government announced 
a plan to create a system of new 
regional colleges. 

“It’s simplistic to say we have 
too many universities. The percep- 
tion that universities arc only con- 
sumers is wrong. It’s important to 
have a strong university base,” said 
Trainor. 

Budget restrictions mean the 
large number of schools results in 
comparatively low government 



funding per student. 

Finances will become even 
tighter since federal cutbacks in 
transfer payments will slash $55 
million from the education budget 
until 1991. 

“When the cutbacks were an- 
nounced the Premier just sat on his 
hands," said Trainor, concluding 
post secondary education is not a 
priority with the government 

“Access is crucial," said 
Dalhousie Faculty Association 
president David Williams. “The 
existence of regional colleges has 
much to do with the prosperity of a 
region. What we need is more

ANEEQ,” he said. “We arc one of 
their largest associations. And 
Concordia students have twice 
given us their mandate to stay in 
ANEEQ. It’s been through to refer- 
endums.” 

He said CUS A can’ t afford to be 
members of both associations. 

“There’s definitely a need to get 
together on a regular basis, whether 
it’s a talking group or a student 
association,” he said. 

“ANEEQ has its problems in 
terms of getting universities to- 



campuscs. 

“We aren’t educating college- 
age people at anywhere near the 
rate of Americans. We’ll be com- 
peting on a level playing field with 
the Free Trade Agreement and we 
will be greatly disadvantaged,” said 
Williams. 

Aldiough some specialization is 
already taking place in universities 
and colleges across Canada, the 
possibility of actually phasing out 
institutions is unlikely. D’Orsay 
said we may sec fewer university 
presidents and administrators but 
deciding which schools will merge 
would be a problem. 



gclhcr. That may be one of the val- 
ues of FEQ, maybe they will have 
the value of making ANEEQ more 
accessible to universities,” he said. 

Education minister Claude 
Ryan recently announced plans to 
inject $40 million into the Québec 
loans and bursaries system, follow- 
ing a province wide student strike 
and other pressure tactics initiated 
by ANEEQ. 

FEQ’s next meeting will be on 
January 29th, in Québec City, to 
discuss FEQ’s constitution.

Protest Issue Irritating 

The McGill Tribune special issue never achcivcd ils noble goal of creating an 
“indirect dialogue”. Nor did it achcivc its goal of ridiculing Bill 178. In fact, it 
ridiculed itself by its inadequate use of llic French language which only proves that 
Bill 101 is a desperately needed measure. 

Fortunately, not everybody on the staff of the student society owned paper 
agreed with the approach of the issue. “Les suivants", Mike Crawley and David 
Gruber, "veulent que soit notlé(sic) qu’ils ont éxprimd(sic) une opposition”. 

Sadly, these errors arc far from being the exception of the rule. In fact, in most 
eases they arc the rule. You don’t have to go further than page one to learn that Hans 
Marotte is a ”hdro”(sic) or to real izc that you can still get a "marque J” on your report 
card. Marotte, who is far from being represented as a hero by tire French media for 
his acts of vandalismes introduced as having received charges of ”vandalism”(sic) 
and of "montagc(sic) d’un drapeau" on the Mount-Royal cross. 

One person (an anglophone...) amused himself listing the 26 errors he came 
across in llic first article. But if diis was amusing at first it became sickening by the 
end. 

But ignoring dtc Tribune’s style, the substance of the issue revealed itself to be 
even more deceiving. Of nine articles in the diminutive eight page special issue, only 
three pertained to the protest theme, one of which was the editorial. 

Even more ludicrous is die attention this issue received. Hats off to Robert 
Steiner! Steiner, a contributor of the Tribune and a journalist for the Montreal Daily 
News, wrote an article about the Tribune's protest issue complete with a photo of 
the smiling staff. It appeared on page two of yesterdays Daily News. But here, 
Marotte is no longer a hero. Here the issue is said to contain interviews with Bill 10 1 
“vandal” Hans Marotte and anglophone “rights activists" Stephen Nowell. 

But even Steiner seems to recognize the sloppincss of the issue. On the 
defensive, he excused the French copy errors by quodng the Tribune's translator 
the supposedly “akward style” of the English in the entertainment and sport section 
made the French "difficult to understand". 

Steiner also found it convenient to add that the McGill Daily Français had 
refused to participate in the Tribune's project. Kim Farley and Heather Mitchell told 
the Daily Français, when they proposed a collaboration between the two papers, 
that it was "missing a great opportunity to get our opinions heard" and that the 
special issue would “create a stir”. 

The Daily Français refused to collaborate with the Tribune because even if it 
opposes Bill 178, it docs so for reasons diametrically opposite those of the Daily 
Français. In simplest terms, the Daily Français fully supported Bill 101, and 
refuses to accept Bill 178 as a watered down substitute. The ‘rights’ of business 
should never be confused with freedom of expression. To collaborate with the 
Tribune on this issue would have been a blatant contradiction of its principles as 
they have been slated in prccccding editorials like Pierre Carabin’s on January 10, 
1989. 

As for “creating a stir”, the only one created was done by a Newswatch 
journalist who, with blinding camera lights, woke up a daydreaming student in the 
cafeteria and asked him to comment on the Tribune's ‘controversial’ issue. The 
student didn’t really care about the Bill. He was more preoccupied by his late 
assignment He couldn’t even comment on the issue. But the issue speaks for itself.

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Brigade worker dispels 
myths of Nicaragua

People in North America must work to fight the mistaken perception that the 
Nicaraguan Revolution represents the spread of totalitarian despotism in the 
Americas, says Lorry Thomas, an American citizen who spent a year and a 
half working for the Ministry of Agricultural Developement and Agrarian Re- 
form in Nicaragua.

"The people have been worn 
down by the war and the economic 
crisis. They still have hope but they 
arc begging for help from the inter- 
national community." 

United Nations Resolutions and 
International Court Rulings con- 
demning the US role in the war 
haven’t had much impact. The con- 
tinuing contra war and tire disastr- 
ous effects of Hurricane Joan en- 
sure there will be an uphill struggle 
for a long time to come. 

American Involvement 

The New York Times reported 
yesterday that 15 000 people, rang- 
ing from conservative forces to lire 
communist parly, protested in 
Managua against the Sandinista 
government. When asked if this 
meant that the people were turning 
against the government, Thomas 
replied "it was more representative 



eminent. The flagrant intervention \ 
in Nicaraguan internal affairs was 
hardly surprising considering the 
cxlcntofUS determination to over- 
throw the Sandinistas. 

A strategy of Low Intensity 
Conflict has been adopted against 
Nicaragua, “It is the new fashion in 
US warfare. A new strategy 
adopted for Central America fol- 
lowing the lessons learned in Viet- 
nam.” It involves warfare at the 
military, economic, and psycho- 
logical levels. ‘The American gov- 
ernment also learned that it must 
destroy the loyalty of the people to 
their leaders," said Thomas. 

Economic sabotage, through the 
trade embargo and the blocking of 
development loans from the World 
Bank and die International Mone- 
tary Fund, are tried and true meth- 
ods. 

Although the US Congress has 
rejected further military aid to the ' 
Contras, their financial backing 
continues. The Iran-Contra scandal 
clearly demonstrates that the.con- 
straints of American law, like the 
Bolond amendment expressly pro- 
hibiting Contra aid, will pot stop 



funding for a bee-keeping project,’, 
the contras attacked thecoopcrati vc 
in which she was living. She re- 
turned to discover her next door- 
neighbour killed, her friend suffer-! 
ing from shrapnel wounds and 
immobile. “These types of attacks 
arc common, even in a ceasefire; 
zone," she says. 

Thomas says ‘half of Nicara- 
gua’s problems come from atti- 
tudes in the developed, world, “We; 
must recognize that Nicaragua, like 
all developing countries, has the 
sovereign right to develop in its 
own way." Alternative approaches 
labelled “socialist" by those in the 
first world are rejected out of hand. 
“We have to say the ‘S’ word, we 
have to gel over US paranoia and 
hysteria. We must challenge the 
fear of the boogeyman called com- 
munism,” says Thomas. 

We must dispell the myths 
which obscure our understanding 
of the Nicaraguan struggle, for it is 
this misunderstanding that allows 
the American government to con- 
traire its devastating and brutal war 
against the people of Nicaragua, 
said Thomas.
